for to-morrow, The clroumstances attend-
mg the commission of this erime, and the con-
duct of the guilty party subsequent to the
deed of blood, were perhaps more curious than
{hoee atiending any similar évent in the his
tory of the Sinte; wo that, even at this late
dny, their interest for the public hns in no wise
abated. The discovery of the decd took place
ander the following circumstances;—

The crime once committed, his courage ap-
pears 1o have wayered, for it was not unti! the
6th of February following that he made an
attempl to reap any sdvantages from what he
bad done, On that dey he wrote a letter o the
guoardlan of Julius Wochele, requesting the
latter to forward him one nundred euﬁden.
This lotler was signed “Julius Wochele,” and
some atlempt had beon made to disgulse the
hiud, although Gotlieb Weuderly, who had seen
him write while they were both bourding at
Best’s, was able to recognize It 44 the production

_ The money was forwarded in the form of w
dralt, in care of Mr, Willam L. Kiderlen, ol
No, 420 Arch strect, Philadetohia, the Consul of
the Kingdom of Wurtembarg, throngh
whose agency the original letter was ob-
tained from the Forelgn Office of Wurtemburg,
The dratt was cashed ot the First Natiooal
Bank, at Allentown, Haddopp glving a receipt
tor the money in the presence of Mr, Williwm I,
Blumer, Prestdent of the Bank | affixing his names
thereto as Julive Wochele, and swearing o
the =ame belore o Notary., The reecipt
was sent to Mr, Kndderlen, and wae produced 1o
Coort at the wiul, The prisonor did not deoy

the body of A man which had been entirely con-
oealed by the siraw.  The body was )ying upon
the back, the head beng elevated aboat two
feet above the fect, The lelt band, which was
placea upon the swomuch, was covered with
plood. @ face was so smeared with blood and
chafl that 1t was impossible at the time rto tell
whether the murdered man was white or black,
On the iorehead there was a fracture of the
skull about two inches ard a haif in width,
apparently inflicted by a blunt instroment, aod
suflicient of iteell to cause death. In addition
to this, the nasal bone was broken sud the left
eye had been kmocked inand entirely disap-
peared. The body had also received a bruise
snder the leiv arm, About tweniy-five yards
trom the body was a hall-consumed candle, und
at twice thut distance a bottle; bat these were |
the only evidences of anything nnusual bhaving
faken place near the barn, there being no other
gigns ol murder or violence ulmn the premises,

sseagion of by the authorities, and an ioguest

¢ld, but no one was able to identity it at the
time. A description of the deceased wes then
publighed in the Norrlstown and Philadelphia
papers, but it was not until some time in De-
cember that any person came to identify the
body. This was done by Mr. Edward H. Rau
and Mr. Adam Best, two residents of Philadel-
phia, who had been scquaiuted with the de-
ceaped.  On the intormution given by these gen-
tlemen, & warrant was 1gsued for the arrest of
one Joseph Haddopp, but not until the 34 of
June, some six months subsequent., On the
next day, Haddopp was arresied while taking
his dinner in a tavern at Allentown, and fully
commitied (o await his trinl, 1

The trial commenced at Norristown on Thors- |
day, November 16, 1860, nearly & year after the
commisgsion of the crime. On the followin
Monpday morning the jury returned « verdict o
“Guiity of murder in the first degree,” and the

isoner was thercupon sentenced to be hanged,
ﬂe execution being subsequently fixed for
to-diny. The prosecution was conducted by
Cbarles Hunsicker, Eeq,, the District Attorney,
assivted by Frederick Dittmann, Esq., of Phils-
delpbia. and G, N. Corson, Ksq. The conviction
of the prisoner, however, was mainly due to the
exertions ol Mr, Dittmann, who threw his wnole
sou) into the case, and so marshalled his wit-
nesses that, although the testimony was entirely
circumstantinl, and the prisoner solemuly pro-
tested his innocence to the last, maintaioing
that “*the witnesses were urged and iastigated
by the devil and swore talsely ngainst him,” the

Jullug Wochele, the murdered man, wus a
German, about nincteen years of age at the
time of his death, He came to this country
from Rosenfelt, Wartemburg, stopping firdt in
Now York, and in Septemher, 1865, arriving in
Philadelphis. Wochele’s stepmother js a sister
of Mr, Edward H, Rau, who does business as a
bookbinder on Gold #treet, in Philudelphin,
On the 22d of Beptember Woehele commenced
to work for Mr. Rau, continuing with him antil
the 20th of October, and making about two
weeks' time during the month. He is also sald
to have worked at times for Mr. Ketterlinus, at
Fourth and Arch streets,

On the same day that Woohele commenced to
work in the bindery of Mr Rau he took up his
lodgi‘nIa at_a tavern in Letitia street, kept by
Mr. Adam Best, where he remained boarding
until the 25th of November. His dress was
quite ullar, being entirely of Pennsylvania |
manufacture, and 1t was chiefly from the de-

This letter was written but u few days before
tne prisoner’s arrest,  With this sticking io his
wooket, he went into the bar-room of Peler
Spang, at Allentown., A person standing by
observed the letter, ana pualled it outof Had-
dopp’s pocket, handing 1t 1o Spung, The laster
read the direchion, which was to the widow
Wochele, and sald, in some surprise, that he
thought Haddupp was (rom Baden, whille the
letter was addressed o Wartemburg, Haddopp
gragped the lever suddenly, and deniea that it
wis 50 directed. Whale the prisoner was ot the
depol, In custody ol the officers, he was over-
heard by Spang cadtiouing his wife to tnke gooil
cnre of certmn Jetters, whileh the latter talked
of burning., Spang commuunicated this lact to
the officers, and by fthem was instructed to
obtain possession of them, which he did, the
one addressed to the widow Woohels béing
among the number. Among them was hkewise
a letter from Mr. Kidderlen, nddressed to Jalius
Wochele, at Reading, in relution to hils recelv-
ing the money tor which he had written o Ger-
nany.
